The Supreme Court also let 
stand a decision that the city of 
Houston, Tex., must let Negroes 
use municipal golf courses on a 
segregated basis. 


In still another order, the Su- 


preme Court refused to .review a 
decision by the New Orleans Cir- 
cuit 
Court 
that the all-white 


Hardin Junior College in Wichita 
Falls, Tex., must admit six Negro 
students. 


In yet another case involving 


the issue of racial relations, the 
Supreme Court rejected an ap- 
peal by the Housing Authority of 
the city and county of San Fran- 
cisco seeking approval of a seg- 
regation policy in public low-rent 
housing projects. 


The orders indicated the jus- 


tices believe last Monday's deci- 
sion has a concrete bearing on 
what the lower courts do now, 
but the high tribunal wants the 
lower courts to act first if any 
change is to be Ordered, and in 
doing so to consider "conditions 
that now prevail" in the colleges 
and universities.

Editorial Comment and Opinion 
On American Prestige 


In time of war everybody, it appears, 


would like to have the U.S.A. on their side. 
Washington 
is 
wooed 
aggressively, 
and 


propaganda covers the nation like the morn- 
ing dew. 
Uncle Sam has never lost a war, 


though some have given him hard sledding, 
and has never come out of a crisis without 
honor. Peace, on the other hand, has be- 
come almost more difficult to cope with, 
and some of the setbacks of the cold war 
haven't been such as to rouse a sentiment 
for sending up skyrockets. 


The Geneva conference has illustrated 


this situation, as have other meetings with 
allies preceding it, and because the sailing 
hasn't all been smooth there is a tendency 
in the American press (perhaps in other 
areas of the national life) to take an ex- 
tremely dark view. The basis for such dis- 
couragement as exists is an obvious and 
fundamental fact, which in turns grows out 
of natural conditions. These conditions can 
and should be modified, and will be as time 
goes on. There are points at which tune is 
rather more precious than usual, and still 
is seen differently from different stand- 
points. 


Thus it is that the news from Geneva 


has often been depressing. 
Last week end 


publicity bookmakers gave the Soviets all 
the best of the deal ,,ind called America's 
position "'discouraging." 
The 
two 
great 


powers of the free world were at odds on 
many details. 
The Reds could easily be 


imagined sitting back and laughing glee- 
fully. 
So what happened Sunday? Britain, 


while still holding back on the American 
proposal for a Southeast Asia alliance, let 
it be known that she would stand with the 
U.S. in any East-West showdown on Indo- 
China — after the Geneva conference is 
closed. 
Anthony Eden is "understood" to 


have warned Chou that Red China was 
overplaying its hand at the risk of military 
intervention, and to have been instructed to 
follow U.S. policy on Indo-China unless 
definite results are quickly forthcoming at 
Geneva. 


Meanwhile the French arc still fighting, 


and slapped down Giap's boast that he 
would have Hanoi in his pocket by Sunday. 
He was stopped 75 miles away by French 
pilois flying U.S. planes. 
Dion Bien Phu 


was not the critical point that public sen- 
timent thousands of miles away had built 
it into. 


The cold war will go on as long as an 


aggressive power chooses to prolong it. This 
is better understood in the old world than 
in the new, where a nation still young and 
impatient finds it impossible to accept the 
fatalistic slant that tends to slow down 
decisive action until disaster looms. 
On 


the other hand, Europeans find Americans 
too exigent, too prone to see emergencies 
everywhere, too quick to drive across lines 
toward 
a quick 
solution, even too 
un- 


realistic;. 


The 
greatest 
stumbling 
block 
is that 


America is still actually a new world, while 
Europe and some of Asia are in some 
measure effete. 
Centuries must pass before 


Washington and London or Paris will march 
with equal steps, evaluating 
facts 
from 


the same basis of conviction and experience. 
Major calamities may occur in the mean- 
time. 
These can be resisted, even post- 


poned, much more effectively when Amer- 
icans ha\e learned to modify their impa- 
tience, and their natural allies have learned 
to evaluate the motives and mainsprings 
that make up the national character of the 
youngest great power. 


This will take time, but it most surely 


will happen. 
The quality of vision, the 


power of faith, the determination to bring 
it about, among all concerned, will make 
the process slower or faster but will not 
let it grind to a halt.

One of the greatest 
sorrows 
of young 


people is acne, or a pimply lace. It comes 
to disturb a youth—boy or girl—just at the 
time when he or she wants most to be 
sexually attractive. Curiously, il is related 
in some way to the 
glands 


which preside over sex, be- 
cause it comes at the begin- 
ning of adolescence, and very 
commonly, quits at the age of 
22. It can be produced in adults 
sometimes by the 
giving of 


strong dosages of sex hormones. 
Unfortunately, t h ^ r e doesn't 
seem to be any way of helping 
these young people by the giv- 
ing of hormones. Perhaps they 
*>"•. 


have too much, and what we should be do- 
ing, if it were possible, would be to take 
some away from them. 


Probably most of these youngsters were 


born with an excessively greasy skin, and 
that is why they have so many hundreds 
and thousands of blackheads. Blackheads 
represent the dirty outer end of a column 
of sebum, or skin fat. In the normal child 
there is just enough fat made to keep the 
skin soft and smooth and moist, but in the 
youth who has a tendency to acne the se- 
cretion may be so abundant that his skin 
can hardly handle it. Often it nelps a good 
deal to wash the greasy skin rnornins ?r.d 
night thoroughly with a good soap, which 
will take out some of the fat, and will keep 
open the mouths of the glands.

OF COURSE, if the child's parents have 


enough money to send him to a good derma- 
tologist, that will help much, but even then 
the youngster may not be able to take the 
time to go every other day and wait in the 
dermalologist's waiting room. Many young- 
sters would be helped by reading a little 
book by Dr. Herbert Lawrence, called "The 
Skin Problem Facing 
Young ^Men 
and 


Women." It is published by Timely Pub- 
lications, 303 Sutter Street, San Francisco, 
Calif. It is a small book of 70 pages and 
it doesn't cost much.

IN THIS BOOK the doctor tells young 


people some of the things they can do to 


help themselves. The most important thing 
is to go quickly to a drug store to buy what 
is called a blackhead remover. This is a 
Uny metal spoon with a hole in it. One 
places the hole 
over 
a 
blackhead; one 


presses down and out comes a little white 
column of sebum that looks a bit like a tiny 
worm. If, every day or two, the boy or girl 
will remove every blackhead which has ap- 
peared, there won't then be so many to get 
infected, and thus to produce big ugly red 
pimples.

ALSO THERE WON'T be so many pimples 


to leave later deep and unsightly pits. 1 
have seen youths who very quickly get 
over their acne just by removing the black- 
heads as fast as they formed. If pimples do 
form, the pus should be let out as soon as it 
forms and then it may be well for a few 
minutes to dab the little area with strong 
alcohol, to help kill the germs. One should 
be carefui not to smear the pus over the 
rest of the I'acc because this will invite the 
coming of more inlected pimples,

THE NEXT THING to do is to keep a 


record to see if the eating of any particular \ 
food causes a bad flare-up of the acne. In 
sevei-al of the university medical clinics 
where the students are taken care of, it 
has been found that the most important 
thing that can be done is to take away 
chocolate from the diet. Most skin special- 
ists advise that the youth cut down on the 
amount of food eaten. So many youngsters 
are constantly going to the corner soda 
fountain to fill up on rich sundaes full of 
cream and sugar. Doubtless, many boys 
and girls wouldn't have quite so greasy a 
lace of they didn't eat so much fat.

X-rays on the skin to cut down on the 
amount of activity in the fat-making glands. 
However, X-rays must be given only by an 
expert so that there will be no over-dosing. 


Fortunately, today, persons whose faces 


are badly pitted by an old acne *can be 
made much better locking by one of several 
technics in which the face is anesthetized 
and then gone over with sandpaper or a 
sharp knife, or a little electric wire brush. 
This tends to make the face -smooth again, 
and from pictures I have seen of "before 
and after" this technic must often leave the 
face immensely better looking than it was

Will Petition 
School Boards 


ATLANTA Wl —Negro leaders 


throughout the South will petition 
local boards of education to elim- 
inate school segregation immedi- 
ately . in the first mass follow-up 
of the U. S. Supreme Court ruling 
on segregation. 


That strategy was disclosed Sun- 


day after a conference here of 
leaders of the National Assn. for 
the Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple from 18 states. 


Issuing an "Atlanta declaration," 


the NAACP officials called for in- 
tegration at all school levels and 
advocated Negro teacher assign- 
ments and federal aid for educa- 
tion. 


Thurgood Marshall, special legal 


counsel for the NAACP, and Wal- 
ter 
White, executive secretary, 


were the chief spokesmen in a 
news conference after the closed 
meetings. 


He w a r n e d against juggling 


school districts to evade the court 
ruling, although he said he recog- 
nizes the right of school boards 
to set up district lines. 


White assailed three - critics of 


the Supreme Court—Gov. Herman 
Talmadge of Georgia, Gov. James 
F. Byrnes of South Carolina and 
Ben. Richard B. Russell (D-Ga). 


He described 
Talmadge 
and 


Byrnes as "the most pathetic 
figures in American life today . , . 
in their frustration and bitterness.'* 
Both governors are shaping plans 
to evade the court ruling.

Legal Blocks Stall Action 
In Army Slayings Case 


FRANKFURT. Germany W — 


Legal roadblocks stalled action to- 
day in the 1946 ax-arson slayings 
of three American Army officers 
in Germany. 


U.S. Chief Prosecutor Thomas 
Lancian 
announced the present 
evidence was not legally sufficient 
to ask the extradition of James M. 
Leech of Lima, Ohio, a former 
Army captain. 


Leech was accused last Friday 
by Lancian's deputy of the savage 
murder of the three officers, Jan. 
7. 1946, at Passau, Germany. 
Leech has denied the killings. 
He faces three charges of mur- 
der, three of intentional man- 
slaughter and one of arson in the 
deaths of Maj. Everett S. Confran 
of Washington, D.C.; Capt. Adrian 
L. Wessler, of New RocheUe, N.Y.; 
and 1st Lt. Stanley M. Rosewater 
of Omaha, Neb., The charges were 
filed by Deputy U.S. Prosecutor 
William Canfield, 
of Hampden, 
Mass., after the Army had turned 
over the files of the case to U.S. 
High Commission legal authorities 
a few weeks ago. 


Canfield had indicated he intend- 
ed to go ahead with a request for 


extradition of Leech but Laucian 
stepped into the case and stopped 
him. 


In a statement Sunday night. 


Lancian declared the evidence is 
not in its present form legally suf- 
ficient" for such a request.

charges against Leech, Canfield 
said he felt there was a "very 
s t r o n g 
circumstantial 
case" 
against the Ohioan, deputy to 
Cofran when the latter was town 
commander of Passau. 


Canfield said Cofran fired a Ger- 


man, girl secretary of whom Leech 
was fond and cancelled projected 
funds for her father's business. 
Wessler and Rosewater were 
guests of Cofran the night of the 
killings. All three officers were 
killed with an ax. Shortly after 
the slayings, gasoline-fed flames 
billowed from the top floors of the 
house.

gram for 1954, has signed to show 
Canadian football . . . while ABC 
is committed to the collegiate 
game of the week. But ABC, so

schedule nor bagged a sponsor. 


THESE MATTERS will be set- 


tled in due time and it will be up 
to the sponsor, who sits in on 
the schedule-making, to urge the 
best college program possible to 
parry NBC's thrust at Saturday 
viewers. There are only two re- 
strictions to the college program 
(A) A team may appear on video 
only once and <B) A game from 
each of the eight NCAA districts 
must be shown.
